Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

1  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the 
health,  vital  statistics  and  sanitary  conditions  in  respect  of  the 
Sandy  Urban  District  for  i  964- 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  are  satisfactory.  For  the  third 
consecutive  year  there  has  been  no  infant  deaths.  Both  the  birth 
rat®  and  death  rate  are  below  the  National  average. 

Dysentery  was  the  most  frequently  nobbed  infectious  disease. 
It  took  a  mild  form  but  was  nevertheless  i ronblesome.  It  is  spread 
by  a  lack  of  personal  hygiene  in  the  community.  The  Council  have 
set  a  good  example  by  providing  band  washing  facilities  in  the 
Public  Lavatories. 

The  report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  which  accompanies 
this  report  is  the  last  one  Mr.  Settle  will  submit  to  the  Council,  as 
he  retires  at  the  end  of  April,  1965.  Mr.  R.  W.  Settle  joined  the 
Authority  staff  in  1945  and  his  retirement  is  a  great  loss  to  the 
town.  His  work  as  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor  covered 
a  wide  range  of  duties,  many  of  them  highly  technical.  He  did  not 
spare  himself  in  carrying  them  out.  He  often  worked  long  hours 
and  sacrificed  holidays  to  serve  the  public.  I  should  like  to  record 
my  appreciation  of  hi§  cheerful  and  willing  help  and  co-operation  at 
all  times. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Council  and  their  staff  for  the  help  and  co-operation  given  during 
the  year.

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  services  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  General 
Hospital,  Kimbolton  Road,  Bedford,  is  available  for  the 
examination  of  any  material  submitted  by  the  Health  Department 
or  by  General  Practitioners.  This  service  is  under  the  direction 
of  the  Medical  Research  Council  through  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
and  there  is  no  charge  to  the  Council.  The  Laboratory  undertakes 
the  examination  of  throat  swabs,  sputum,  urine  and  fasces,  and 
blood  from  cases  of  suspected  infectious  disease,  and  advice  and 
assistance  is  always  available.

1 .  Ambulance 

1  he  Bedfordshire  County  Council  provides  a  complete  service 
covering  the  whole  of  the  County.  The  service  is  a  twentv-four 
hour  one  and  is  free  of  charge,  and  is  available  for  the  removal  of 
cases  requiring  admission  to  hospital  and  also  for  the  transport 
of  patients  who  are  unable  to  use  other  means  of  transport  to  and 
from  Hospitals  or  Clinics,  so  that  they  can  receive  any  necessary 
treatment.  I  he  request  for  the  provision  of  an  ambulance  must  ' 
be  made  by  a  General  Practitioner  or  by  an  Authorised  Person.

Water  Supply 

The  water  supplied  in  the  area  has  proved  satisfactory  in 
quantity  and  quality.  It  is  pumped  direct  from  Greensand  and 
requires  no  treatment  other  than  chlorination. 

No  results  of  bacteriological  examination  of  the  raw  water  are 
available  but  samples  of  the  water  from  the  various  points  in  the 
distribution  system  are  taken  regularly  by  the  Water  Board  and  by 
this  Authority  and  all  have  been  sterile. 

The  water  is  of  a  high  standard  of  organic  purity  and  is  not 
plumbo-solvent.  The  following  report  by  the  Counties  Public 
Health  Laboratories  is  of  a  sample  sent  in  for  examination.

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

It  is  now  possible  to  protect  persons  against  an  increasing 
number  of  infections  by  the  use  of  vaccines  and  toxoids.  The 
Bedfordshire  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of 
this  service  which  is  given  direct  at  clinics  or  through  the  General 
Medical  Practitioners.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

(a)  Milk  Supply 

2  Firms  are  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order, 
Retail  Purveyors  only. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods 

There  are  no  slaughter  houses  in  the  Urban  District. 
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Food 

Shops,  vehicles  and  places  where  food  is  prepared  have  been 
duly  inspected  and  found  to  be  in  good  order.  All  butchers  were 
advised  to  keep  cooked  meats  separate  from  raw  meats.  No 
action  was  found  necessary. 

Voluntary  surrender  of  the  undermentioned  foodstuffs  found 
to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  has  been  made.

12  lbs.  Corned  Beef  9  tons,  14  cwts.  Potatoes

(c)  Ice  Cream 

Fifteen  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream.  It  is 
purchased  from  reputable  manufacturers.  Ice  cream  is  not 
manufactured  in  the  Urban  District. 

Sewage  Disposal  Works 

There  are  now  1,230  houses  connected  to  the  sewer.  The 
majority  of  the  houses  along  the  Fligh  Road  have  now  been  con¬ 
nected  up  to  the  sewer.  The  sewage  from  The  Baulk  and  the  High 
Road  is  forced  over  the  River  Ivel  by  means  of  two  electric 
motors,  automatic  float  control  and  squirrel  cage  type  pumps 
situated  in  The  Baulk. 

The  motors  and  pumps  have  given  excellent  results,  and 
require  the  minimum  of  attention. 

The  sewage  arrives  at  the  w  orks  13'  3"  below  ground  level, 
and  forced  to  the  Continuous  Flow  Tanks  by  two  Mirlees- Watson 
Electric  Motors  and  centrifugal  pumps.  The  motors  have  given  an 
excellent  performance.  They  are  automatic  and  controlled  by 
electrodes. 

During  the  year,  two  filters  were  renewed,  during  which  time 
the  aeriation  of  the  effluent  suffered,  as  one  filter  was  out  of  action 
for  some  considerable  time.  Furthermore,  after  the  renewal  of 
media  some  considerable  time  takes  place,  before  the  media  has 
any  bacterial  action  on  the  effluent,  therefore,  some  time  must 
elapse  before  the  filters  become  efficient. 

Several  samples  of  the  effluent  were  taken  by  the  Surveyor 
during  the  year  and  submitted  to  the  Counties  Public  Health 
Laboratories  for  examination  ;  the  analysis  of  which  proved  satis¬ 
factory.  One  sample  was  taken  by  an  Inspector  of  the  River 
Bord  which  was  stated  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Trade  Effluent 

Several  samples  were  taken  by  the  Surveyor  during  the  year 
and  sent  to  the  County’s  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  London, 
none  of  which  proved  satisfactory.  Numerous  visits  were  made  to 
the  Sewage  Works  and  a  visit  was  made  every  evening  during 
which  overtime  was  being  worked.  'The  sewers  were  extended 
during  the  year  by  a  further  extension  of  the  Western  Way  and 
Rectory  Estates,  although  the  latter  were  not  put  into  use.
